
Claims 58 and 59 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant 
regards as the invention. In response. Applicant has amended 
claims 58 and 59 to be properly dependent on claim 57. It is 
submitted that claims 58 and 59 are now clear and definite. 
Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 41- 97 stand rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claims 1-40 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,222,873. In response, Applicant herewith submits a terminal 
disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). Applicant submits 
that the patent is commonly owned with this application. 
Withdrawal of the double patenting rejection is respectfully 
requested.
